Malenkov Gets in Line 


As Stalin 'Successor' 


(AP Xewsfeatures) 


Moscow — Georgii Maximiliano- 


vich Malenkov, who was recently 
appointed to the important Coun- 
cil of Ministers, has been spoken 
of in British quarters as « possible 
successor to Prime Minister Jo- 
seph Stalin himself. 


Though now only 45 years old, 


Malenkov fought through .the Rus- 
sion Revolution as a volunteer and 
joined the Communist Party in 
1921, thereafter climbing rapidly 
to political power. 
His new job 


puts him in the top executive body 
of^the U.S.S.R. 


Before- boing relieved oi his du- 


ties in the Presidium of the Su- 
preme Soviet to become a vice 
chairman of the ministerial Coun- 
cil, he had been one of the secre- 
taries of the central committee of! 
the Communist party, a member! 
of the organizational bureau of the 
party and a member of the polit- 
buro. 


In one of his most recent public 


speeches, the sandy-haired, firm- 
eyed organizer said. "It is no se- 
cret that friends respect us be- 
cause we are strong."

Soviet Union in 1941, he became 
a member of the state committee 
for defense.

Thc 
junior license is not usable unless the child 
actually is hunting with his parent or 
guardian or with another licensed hunter at 
least 21 years old who lias a written permit, 
pinned by the parent or guardian authorizing 
him to take the child hunting. 


It is up to the parents to keep guns out of 


the hands of minors, he declares. 


Boys 14 years old are too young to be 


trusted with weapons in the woods or fields. 
If grown men too often are unable to restrain 
themselves and shoot at noises or moving 
leaves and thereby slay or injure human 
beings, how much control can the average 
boy be expected to keep over himself? 


The pretext advanced- for the enactment 


o[ the law permitting 14-ycar-olcl boys to 
take out hunting licenses was that it would 
train boys in thc art and ethics of hunting 
and that it would tend to produce skillful 
and trained hunters. A safer way would be 
lo have the child tog along with the parent 
or guardian and observe how the experienced 
hunters conduct themselves. Much in this 
lii'c is ietuueu u.v uuservalion, wnich should 
precede direct application. 


A YEAR OF COLLEGE FREE 


Tho war has brought the nation a bumper 


crop of babies for four years. With these 
many blessings has come a crop of responsi- 
bilities. One of them is education. Along with | 
the right to be President (if elected) we 
Americans believe that every child has a 
right to public schooling through high school 
and to a higher education if possible. 


Right now our colleges are bursting with 


a bumper crop of students, some 1,800,000, 
of whom about SOO.OOO are being financed 
under the G.f. Rill of Rights. Four years 
hence the young veterans will have departed. 
Thc colleges and universities will have ten 
years of reduced pressure to get ready for 
the extra war babies of 10-11! onward. How 
many will register in the 196U's will depend 
partly upon how plentiful dollars are then, 
and 1hai will depend upon too many fac- 
tors we cannot now predict. However, by all 
the In^'s of economic possibility, a dollar 
should buy more at college then than it does 
today. 


Young fathers who are earning good sal- 


aries or wages today, good enough so they 
have something left over after the bills are 
paid, should be interested in a plan that will 
give the offspring a year of college free with- 
out first havint: to nullify tlmmc-h U-T- cn<-V- 
icr1.

partment. You save for the college fund hy 
investing in Series E bonds, which, as every 
American knows, pay S-l nt maturity in ten 
years on each S,"', originally invested. By sav- 
ing enough this way to pay for Ihrrr years 
of college, ten years or longer hcruv. you 
have thc price of the fourth year, thanks to 
the magic of 2.9 per cent interest compound- 
ed scmi-annually.

bunion joim. 


More than 95 per cent of cases of gout occur in 


inaU-s. Tin- first attack may last only a few days 
and the .-.ccond nttack may occur a year or so later. 
Attacks then occur more often and are mure se- 
vere. After several attacks the little hard bony 
lumps or nodules appear.
